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THE UNTHINKING FAULT-FINDING PUBLIC

The auto has come to stay until something better or
at least faster, is discovered, and with it has come the
jitney service. Along with the jitney has come a very
serious situation for the street car companies. Their
advent has cauged a demand for hetter roads, and in the
cities for paved streets everywhere,

The privale auto takes one Nass of former street car
patrons away from the roads and the jitneys, carrying a
large number of all elasses that once gave their nickels
to the earlines, combine to reduce income to a minimum,
while inereasing costs for paving to the maximum, and
the companies have to stand for the paving along their
fines to a width of a foot or possibly two on each side of
their tracks. With decreased income and ever inereasing
expenses as well as taxes, the outlook for the carlines is
anything but cheerful.

Where they will get the money to make the improve
mentg foreed on them by paving is a serious problem
and one that may be solved in many cases in the not very
remote future by the abandoning ol roads and surrvender
of franchises. This is a free country and the great Amer-
ican citizen can patronize ears or jitneys at his own sweet
will, but he cannot force street ear companies to operate
lines indefinitely at a loss.

What would happen in, say such eities as Portland, if
the ear companies should quit and turn the transporta-
tion business over to the jitneys?

Would there not be an awful howl go up? And if
owing to this some company should undertake to amelior-
ate eonditions by operating the lines again, how long
would it he before the traveling publie forgot the recent
paralyzed condition of loeal passenger service and went
to patronizing the jitneys again? .

When & railroad for which the commereial elubg and
cities generally have been working for years to induee it to
build to their eity, finally arrives, there is a grand publie
blow out, with brass bands, banquets, banners and hunt-
ing. Then the good citizen goes home feeling he has done
his entire duty. From that time on his main objeet in
life apparently, is to discover something he can “damn
the railroad” for. We never appreciate what is being
done for us until those doing it finally get tired of our
fault findings and quit. Then we damn them more and
worse than ever for quitting and leaving us in the lurch,
“Pis ever thus"—and probably will continue that way
indefinitely,

The autoists are at least coming into their own, at
least in San Francisco where Friday, an auto runhing
twenty miles an hour van head-on into a4 street ear.
Despite the fact the car was on the track and eould not
well dodge, while the auto was trying to pass it on the
game track, the car conductor was arrested along with
the motorman.
